FIRE SWEEPS 4 BLOCKS, DOES 
$6,000,000 DAMAGE IN CHICAGO 


Grain Elevator, Packing Plant and 

Other Buildings Destroyed 

by Blase. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Loss esti- 
mated at more than $6,000,000 was 
caused by fire which started late 
yesterday afternoon in the Quincy 
Brain elevator and spread to the 
Omaha Packing Co. where it de- 
stroyed four buildings. 
Fanned by a brisk wind, the 
flames were still raging early today 
as 700 firemen fought to check 
them. 
One fireman was seriously hurt, 
— 100 flremen and empleyes were 
Gyercome or slightly hurt in fight- 
ing the blaze. 
Perishing in the flames were 800 
hogs, 60 head of cattle, and 200 
i sheep. Destroyed also were 
$7,000 bushels of grain, 2,500,000 
pounds of hams and bacons, 300 
tons of fertilizers, and 2500 hog 
carcasses. Three boats, tied up in 
the Chicago River nearby, were 
burned at a loss of $75,000. 
As the wind quickened later in 
ithe evening the fire spread to a 
| neighboring coal and lumber yard, 
but firemen overcame the new 
menace and again confined the 


vator. 

An explosion of dust in the 
stored grain supposedly was the 
cause of the fire. Flames burst 
from the tall structure, scattering 
showers of embers on the wooden 
pens of the packing plant. These 
were readily ignited. Four city 
i blocks were occupied by the con- 
cerns destroyed.

INQUEST CALE 
N MURDER OF 
GAR MERCHANT 


Coroner’s Investigation i of 
Death of Charles Marcola, 
St. Louis, to Begin at 
Warrenton Tomorrow. 


An inquest in the death of 
Charles Marcola, 4346A Vista ave- 
nue, dealer in Italian cigars, whose 
body was found in a field near 


Warrenton, Mo., yesterday with 
four bullet holes in the skull, will 
be held in Warrenton tomorrow. 

The body was identified from 
clothing, the belt, shoes, a billfold 
and a bunch of keys, yesterday 
afternoon by John Marcola, 1625A 
Franklin avenue, the young cigar 
dealer’s foster father. 

“Yes,” said the ‘elder Marcola. 
who had been escorted to Warren- 
ton by St. Louis detecitves, that's 
my boy.” He was unable to talk 
further for some time, but told 
Detective Sergeants Arthur Wander 
and Leonard Murphy later that ho 
had recognized a burn on one 
sleeve of the shirt. The body was 
in such condition that identifica- 
tion from it alone was impossible. 
“J ironed that shirt for him 
myself,“ Marcola said. “I burned 
it. That’s how I know its Charlie. 
And those keys. One of them is 
the key to my room.“ 

Tells of Boy’s Adoption. 
Marcola said the boy, whom he 
adopted in 1912, when he was 
three days old, had lived with him 
constantly until about July 10. At 
that time he began rooming at the 
home of Jack Palermo, 36 years 
old, his partner in the cigar busi- 
ness, which is at 3117% Washing- 
ton boulevard. 

Palermo has been arrested and a 
hold order has been issued at the 
Montgomery City jail for Joe Cus- 
umano, bootlegger, serving a 30- 
day term there, as the result of a 
complaint made by the elder Mar- 
cola a few days after he saw his 


son for the last time, on July 18. 


Cusumano, according to John 
Marcola’s story, offered him em- 
ployment tending a still and drove 
him to a deserted spot near Cutler, 
III., on July 20, accompanied by 
Palermo. 

“I was in the back seat and they 
were in the front.“ he related. Pa- 
lermo had a bottle and a glass and 
he offered me a drink. But the 
liquor didn't smell right to me, so 
I just made like I was drinking it 
and when they weren't looking, I 
poured it on, the floor. 


“Finally Cusumano stopped the 
car by an abandoned mine. I had 
a feeling something was wrong. 
They got out and told me we were 
there. I got out, too. As I did, 


Palermo dropped the flashlight he 


was holding and when he did I 
ran. They fired two shots at me, 
but I hid in a cornfield all night 
and got away.“ 

Bullet Found in Skull. 
Police were informed yesterday 
that Sheriff August E. Vogt of 
Warren County had found a bul- 
let in Marcola’s skull. 

St. Louis officers searched Paler- 
mo's and Cusumano's homes last 
night and in Cusumano's home, 
5136 Easton avenue, they found 
32 and 38 caliber revolvers and 


..25 and 45 caliber automatic pis- 


tols. 

They also arrested for investiga- 
tion a friend of Cusumano who the 
bootlegger said had driven him to 
Montgomery City to begin serving 
the jail sentence, the night of July 
21. The automobile of the friend 
was taken to Police Headquarters 
for examination, police announced. 
Another man arrested for inves- 
tigation was a former insurance 
agent who arranged for issuance of 
two $5000 life policies, one on 
Charles Marcola and the other on 
Palermo, July 18. Marcola’s policy 
named Palermo as beneficiary and 
Palermo's was made payable to 
Marcola. 

Last April the agent and a boot- 
legger were arrested in what the 
police termed a plot to insure Vir- 
gil Martin, 6096 Minerva avenue, 
for $48,000, and then have him 
killed while driving a load of liquor 
from Kansas City to St. Louis for 
the bootlegger. Warrants in the 
alleged plot were refused, 

Sheriff Vogt and Prosecuting At- 
torney Alvin H. Juergensmeyer of 
Warren County came to St. Louis 
today to investigate the murder. 
Cusumano told them, the officers 
said, at he drove Palermo and 
young Marcola to the Vista avenue 
address, “the night before I came 
up here.” Palermo has said, po- 
lice reported, that on that night 
he drove young Marcola home in 
his own car and that they were 
alone. 

Police are also investigating a 
report that a $2000 life insurance 
policy was issued recently on 
Charies Marcola, but was canceled 
when the premium check vas re- 
turned marked . “insufficient 
funds.” 

Charles Marcola had been in the 
cigar business with Palermo about 
a year, his father said. 


CHINESE OFFICIALS DENY

The Profit Dollar. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR reprint of Prof. Taussig’s article 

in Harper’s Magazine discusses pleas- 
antly the difficulties of economic diag- 
nosis. But that article, in its assumption 
that our present depression must of nec- 
éssity end sooner or later, may not be 
sound, 
Some years back, I read with interest 
Foster and Catching’s book on the dilem- 
ma of the “profit dollar.” Their later 
books, in my opinion, failed to lay Ban- 

uo’s ghost. The “profit dollar“ is the 

ollar earned by corporations and paid 
out in dividends to stockholders after 
paying for labor, materials and overhead 
involved in the manufacture of a given 
product. To an ever-increasing extent 
our thriving corporations pay out these 

fit dollars in enormous amounts 
which, in turn, seek reinvestment in very 
large measure.

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ILLINOIS FOLLOWS TEXAS. 

The decision of the United States Supreme Court in 
May, upholding the law passed by the Texas Legisla- 
ture, regulating the weight and size of trucks using 
the highways of that State, has served the good pur- 
pose of putting into force an IIlinois law on the same 
subject, passed more than a year ago. Strictly speak- 
ing, the Illinois law became effective with the an- 
nouncement of three Illinois Federal Judges that it 
was constitutional. It is apparent, howeyer, that the 
Supreme Court decision helped these Judges make up 
their minds, since their decree dissolved an injunc- 
tion granted to a trucking company soon after the 
law was passed. 

The feature of the Illinois law to which particular 
objection was raised is its limitation of the length 
of tracks and trucking devices to 35 feet. As in 
Texas, the Illinois highway transport interests, at 
the passage of the law, charged their property was, 
in effect, being destroyed, since longer trucks were of 
no value save on the highways. What every motor- 
ist knows, and every truck driver and operator, for 
that matter, is that large trucks with extensive trail- 
ers attached constitute a menace to safety on the 
highways. 

The time may come when highways will be wide 
enough to permit such trucks to operate with safety.

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What Forests Can Do for the Jobless 


Millions of acres of land available for forestry work offer opportunity to absorb idle 
men, says Official of the American Forestry Association; planting of trees only one 
of many activities for men employed in forestry projects; passage of Federal 
relief bill opens the way for other states to do what California did last winter. 


, Ovid Butler in American Forests. 


ASSAGE by Congress of the much- 

mooted relief bill extending Federal aid 

to unemployment should bring under 
fair and non-partisan consideration the 
merits and possibilities of forest work as a 
co-operative relief measure by Federal and 
state agencies. In national emergencies 
like the present, men are more important 
than trees. 

Forest work programs should be ap- 
proached from the standpoint, first, of the 
relief they can give the destitute, cost con- 
sidered, and, second, the constructive char- 
acter of the work to be performed. The 
48 states of the Union embrace over 600,- 
000,000 acres of land on which trees are 
growing, or should be growing, in order to 
maintain America’s tree environment and 
its backlog of fertile soil, clear streams, out- 
door life and labor and the raw materials 
for the city factories. . 

These acrés block up a large part of the 
natural resources of the country. The man- 
ner in which they are cared for now and 
im the future affects for good or evil the 
permanent prosperity of the nation and 
conditions of employment in years to come. 
Anyone familiar with the state of our for- 
est lands, their lack of adequate protection, 
their influence upon soil erosion, stream 
silting, and water conservation, knows that 
the application of labor to this badly de- 
pleted resource would be a worthwhile in- 
vestment for the states and the nation. Al- 
most everywhere throughout the country’s 
forest domain there is work waiting to be 
done embracing the following major ac- 
tivities: : , 

(1) The construction of thousands of 
miles of fire brakes, forest road# and trails, 
telephone lines, etc., better to safeguard 
gi and forest land reseurces against 

re, 

(2) Improvement cuttings to increase 
growth 4nd forest values in general. 

(3) Planting denuded areas and estab. 
lishing additional forest nurscries. 

4) Control of tree-destroying insects 
and diseases, 

(5) Salvaging firewood in the forest for 
the destitute in city and country. 

(6) Work to retard soil erosion and to 
stop the millions of tons of silt that are 
pouring into our streams annually.

gions of the State. These camps, operated 
a subsistence basis of lodgings and three 
eli-cooked meals a day for six hours of 
work, absorbed 3000 men from the city 
bread lines at a cost of less than 60 cents 
a day for each man. | 

The whole undertaking proved so suc- 
cessful, so beneficial to the health and mo- 
rale of the men, and so worthwhile from 
the standpoint of public work accomplished 
that Gov. Rolph is planning to expand the 
project on a greatly enlarged scale next 
winter, provided funds are available.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The best 
opportunity in several years te see 
brilliant shooting stars comes 
Thursday night, Aug. 11, after mid- 
night. 

Phe annual shower of Perseid 


meteors is due that night, with, 
possibilities that it may strike the 
night before or after. Expecta- 
tions of a bigger show this year are 
not based on more meteors but on 
less interference by moonlight. The 
moon will set about midnight Aug. 
11. 

In a dark sky even these tiny 
bits of mineral flash like rockets. 
The meteors will come out of the 
northeast, from the constellation 
Perseus. By dawn this point will 
be almost overhead. 

The public is asked to aid as- 
tronomers in studying the Perseids. 
Dr. Charles P. Olivier, director of 
the Flower Astronomical Observa- 
tory of the University of Pennsy!- 
vania, Upper Darby, Pa., requests 
that counts be mailed to him of the 
hourly or half-hourly numbers of 
meteors seen on any of the three 
nights. Each count should be by 
one person only, rather than the 
total of two or more observers.

Indigestion 18 
very likely to result from eating 
too freely of chilled foods to the 
exclusion of hot ones, or of eating 

too. little of the energy foods. 
Meals in Menus fer the Week 
published today, are made up. of 
a judicious selection of hot and 
cold foods, including some of both 
m nearly every meal, or where 
lunch is a cold meal—as it well 
might be—using one or more hot 


dishes for the ather meals of the 


day. Cold food chills or cools al- 
most immediately, but it also 


‘increases circuldtion and oxidation 
‘and premptly generates more heat 


as a result, so that the feeling -of 
coolness is only temporary. 

On the other hand, hot tea, or 
a clear hot soup, aid in starting 
perspiration and the consequent 
evaporation has a more cooling ef- 
fect. If a meal starts with chilled 
fruit or a chilled salad it is best 
to serve a warm beverage or a hot 
meat or vegetable dish; if a hot 
soup is served as a first course 
the rest of the meal may very aafe- 
ly be cold. 


Sunday should be planned to pro- 
vide enough cold sliced veal for 
Monday dinner, Preceded by a 
cream of lima bean soup (made 
from beans left over from Sun- 
day) and served with fruit salad 
and Melba toast it makes an ex- 
tremely appetizing meal. Make 
salad from slices of orange or 
pineapple héaped with pitted cher- 
ries stuffed with bits of celery 
and served with well ‘seasoned 
French dressing. Use small let- 
tuce leaves for garnish and ar- 
range individual plates or a large 
platter with slices of meat sur- 
rounded by portions of the salad. 

One vegetable plate dinner is 
planned during the week. The 
stuffed cucumbers are rather bland 
in flavor but the seasonings. used 
make them tasty; the acid in the 
broiled tomatoes offsets the bland- 
ness of the cucumbers, the cheese 
adds nutritive value, and the corn 
gives a good contrast in texture 
and flavor—to say nothing of its 
popularity. 

Broiled Tomatoes With Cheese 

Sauce 


Cut large, firm, ripe tomatoes 
in inch thick slices. Dip each slice 
in salad oil and sprinkle lightly 
with salt, pepper and sugar. Place 
on a wire rack or shallow pan and 
broil for five to eight minutes. Do 
not try to turn the slices. When 
slightly brown, remove to rounds 
of buttered toast and pour cheese 
sauce over them. For sauce grate 
or shave one-half pound American 
cheese for six tomatoes. Melt 
three tablespoons butter, add two 
tablespoons flour and when mixed 
stir in one-half cup rich milk, 
cheese, one teaspoon prepared mus- 
tard, one teaspoon salt, a dash of 
pepper and one teaspoon Worces- 
tershire sauce. Cook, stirring con- 
stantly until thickened and smooth. 
Serve at once. 

Cottage Cheese Salad. 

Mash one pound cottage cheese 
with a fork to remove any lumps. 
Season with one teaspoon galt, one 
tablespoon lemon juice, one green 
pepper finely minced,’ one-fourth 
cup finely chopped onion, two ta- 
blespoons chopped parsley and one 
or two tablespoons pickle relish. 
Mix thoroughly and shape in 
mounds on lettuce or watercress. 
Spread a thin layer of mayonnaise 
over cheese and garnish with crisp 
stalks of celery. This is an inex- 
pensive and very nutritious salad, 
splendid for hot weather. Serve

Crowd of 400 Hears John 
H. Walker in Speech Urg- 


ing Adoption of $5 Basic 
Wage Scale. 


John H. Walker, president of the 
Illinois Miners’ Union again advo- 
cated adoption of the $5 basic wage 
scale agreement, in an address last 
night before 400 miners at Belle- 


ville. 

The proposed agreement which 
was adopted by the mine operators 
and the Wage Scale Committee, 
will be voted on tomorrow by 40, 
000 members of the Illinois union. 

Walker warned the miners that 
failure to ratify the agreement 
might mean dissolution of the IIli- 
nois union, because the committee 
had obtained the highest possible 
wage scale that operators could af- 
ford to pay and compote with non- 
union fields. 

Tella of Other Ficids’ Plight. 
“A high wage scale with no work 
is of but little value to anyone,” he 
said, It the employers cannot sell 
coal, then the miners in their em- 
ploy cannot secure work. ‘The or- 
ganized miners of Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania fought long and desperate- 
ly to maintain the Jacksonville 
wage rates ($7.50) against keen 
competition from the unorganized 
low wage coal fields in Kentucky, 
West Virginia and part of Penn- 
sylvania. 

“The result was that they found 
their union mines idle and their 
families in poverty and starvation 
and in the end their unions were 
destroyed and every wage scale and 
working condition in those states 
was lost. Now those miners are 
working for whatever wages the 
operators see fit to post at the 
mines,” Walker said. 

“The same fate may await the 

Tilinois miners,” Walker told his 
audience. 

The meeting was held without 
disorder but 10 deputy sheriffs and 

Belleville policemen were on duty 

at the hall. One man who heckled 

a speaker was immediately chal- 

lenged by another man and both 

were removed from the hall. A 

meeting at Johnston City, which 

Walker attempted to address last 

Saturday, was broken up by fac- 

tiong opposed to the adoption of 

the $5 daily minimum rate of pay 

and his car was stoned as he left 

the scene of the disorder. 

The old pay rate of $6.10 expired 
last March 31, closing virtually all 
the mines in the State. Thousands 
were made jobless, and with their 
families facing hunger and priva- 
tion, thrown upon the resources of 
the State for subsistence. 

Failure Means Dissolution. 

Strong feeling is evident among 
the miners as factions for and 
against ratification in the 240 lo- 
cals prepare to vote. The ballot 
will be Cast in strictest secrecy to 
forestall any undue influence. 
Leaders pleading for the adop- 
tion of the contract are John L. 
Lewis, international president, and 
Walker, who were bitter foes in a 
recent ufiion controversy, but com- 
bined to support the new wage 
agreement, stating their belief that 
its failure means dissolution. 
Opposing the Lewis-Walker al- 
liance is the group termed “rad- 
icals” by those in favor of the re- 
duced scale. They want a higher 
wage scale, and assurance that if 
the new scale is adopted the mines 
will operate sufficient days a week 
to give them a “living wage.” They 
argue there is no assurance that 
the proposed contract, if adopted, 
could be bettered on its expiration, 
next March. 
Among the district leaders oppos- 
ing the new scale are Pat Ansbury 
of West Frankfort, Byron Humph- 
ries of Springfield. Joseph Goetz of 
Peoria, and Mary Casper of Tay- 
lorsville. 
Walker and other leaders have 
charged that the opposition, is in- 
spired by Communists, which the 
other group has denied.
